It is rather an ex pensive luxury to the 
country, too. A “return” to an order of the 
Honourable the House of Commons furnishes a pretty 
little bill of costs in favour of the Courts of Queen's 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer. This ac- 
count is exclusive of the salaries of the Judges and 
higher functionaries. It embraces merely the sala- 
ries of the Masters, Assistants, and the Clerks, whether 
special or for general purposes. The salaries, then, 
of the executive officers of the Queen's Bench amount 
to £5,873 ; then there is an item for “incidental ex- 
é penses” of no less than £1,280; in all, £7,153. 
The Court of Common Pleas exhausts, in salaries 
and incidental expenses, £6,956 ; while salaries and 
incidentals, in the Coirt of Exchequer, make a sum 
of £7,428. The officers of the three Courts take, in 
salaries, £21,637 per annum.
